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THE  HASKELL  GOSPELS 

In  1895  the  University  of  Chicago,  through  Professors  E.  D. 
Burton  and  C.  R.  Gregory,  secured  a  manuscript  of  the  Gospels  in 
Greek,  which  was  deposited  in  the  Haskell  Oriental  Museum  of  the 
University.  It  was  transferred  in  191 2  to  the  Manuscript  Room  of 
the  Harper  Memorial  Library,  where  it  now  is.  The  manuscript  had 
come  to  Chicago  in  the  hands  of  a  Greek,  from  whose  estate  it  was 
purchased.  It  dates  from  about  1500  a.d.  and  is  written  in  a  large, 
round  cursive.  It  now  contains  267  leaves,  but  originally  its  forty 
quires,  the  last  of  seven  leaves,  with  the  eleven  leaves  of  prefatory 
material,  must  have  made  at  least  330  leaves.  Of  these  quires 
twenty-nine  are  still  complete  (I-III,  V-XIV,  XXIV-XXXI, 
XXXIII-XL),  four  lack  one  or  two  leaves  (IV,  XV,  XVI,  XXXII), 
and  seven  (XVII-XXIII)  are  quite  gone.  The  quires  are  num- 
bered on  the  lower  inner  corner  of  the  first  recto  and  last  verso. 
The  leaves  measure  18  by  26.5  or  27  cm.,  and  are  inscribed  in 
single  columns  n. 3-1 1.8  by  17.8  cm.,  with  19  lines  to  a  column. 
There  are  some  ornamental  headings  (Matthew,  Mark)  and  a  few 
initial  capitals.  The  parchment  is  often  stiff  and  thick,  though  it 
is  very  uneven  in  quality.  The  hand  is  large,  round,  and  regular, 
and  much  of  it  had  been  traced  over  in  late  ink.  The  parchment 
was  ruled  in  the  usual  manner,  the  writing  depending  from  the  line. 
There  are  the  usual  accents,  breathings,  and  punctuation  marks; 
t-subscript  is  generally  lacking.  The  lesson  and  chapter  titles  in 
the  margin  are  usually  in  red,  as  are  the  Eusebian  section  and  canon 
numbers.  There  are  no  paragraphs.  The  manuscript  is  No.  46 
(Gr.  2)  in  the  Catalogue  of  Manuscripts  in  the  Libraries  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  and  is  fully  described  in  that  work,  pp.  49-51. 
A  quire  (6  ff .)  from  a  thirteenth-century  Greek  lectionary,  which 
has  been  united  with  the  Haskell  Gospels  in  binding,  is  also 
described  there,  No.  50  (Gr.  6),  pp.  55,  56.  In  Gregory's  catalogue 
(Textkritik  des  Neuen  Testamentes)  the  manuscript  appears  as  1290 
of  the  gospel  minuscules. 

The  eleven  leaves  preceding  the  first  quire  give  first  a  list  of 
lesson  titles  with  explanatory  paragraphs,  then  the  letter  of  Eusebius 
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to  Carpianus,  the  Eusebian  canons  in  red,  a  imifieais  tov  /caret 
Mardcuov  evayyekiov,  and  the  list  of  chapter  titles  for  Matthew. 
With  the  first  quire  Matthew's  Gospel  begins,  and  with  the  eleventh 
quire  it  ends.  A  virbdeo'is  tov  /card  Mapicov  ayiov  evayyeXiov  begins 
the  twelfth  quire,  and  is  followed  by  the  Gospel  of  Mark.  The 
concluding  chapters  of  Mark  and  the  opening  chapters  of  Luke, 
together  with  the  intervening  material,  are  missing.  Luke  is  fol- 
lowed by  a  vTrofxvrjfjia  els  tov  ayvov  airoo~To\ov  'Iccavvrjv  tov  deokbyov 
and  the  Gospel  of  John,  with  which  the  fortieth  quire  ends;  there 
are  no  subscriptions.  The  lacunae  in  the  Gospels  are  thus  Matt. 
9:36 — 10:10  (quire  IV,  f.  1),  12:156-2961  (IV,  8),  Mark  7:246-360 
(XV,  1),  9:486—10:140  (XVI,  1),  12:1— Luke  9:2  (XVI,  8,  and 
XVII-XXIII),  John  1 :  1-140  (XXXII,  1),  3 :  146-270  (XXXII,  8).1 
The  following  verses  stand  just  before  Matthew;  cf.  von  Soden, 
Die  Schrijten  des  Neuen  Testaments,  I,  p.  378:

The  following  verses,  the  first  four  of  which  occur  not  infre- 
quently in  cursives  before  Mark  (cf .  The  Newberry  Gospels,  p.  7 ;  von 
Soden,  op.  cit.,  p.  378),  are  written,  not  in  verses,  but  as  though  they 
were  prose;  the  verse  divisions  are  here  indicated.

1  Professor  Gregory,  loc.  cit.,  notes  lacunae  in  Mark  5:26-40  and  John  3:27-33, 
but  these  sections,  while  doubtless  missing  when  his  notes  were  made,  have  since  been 
recovered  and  reunited  with  the  manuscript. 
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Of  these  verses,  1-4  appear  in  the  Newberry  Gospels;  the 
beginning  of  verse  5,  epyov  apnr penes  .  .  .  .  ,  von  Soden  reports  in 
e  184  {op.  cit.,  I,  p.  384,  No.  59).  The  paragraph  is  a  combina- 
tion of  two  sets  of  verses,  one  of  four  lines,  and  one  of  two,  in  honor 
of  Mark.  The  last  words  are  repeated  at  the  top  of  the  following 
page:

As  to  type  of  text,  the  readings  of  the  manuscript  are  rather 
markedly  Syrian.  Taking  Mark,  chaps.  1-5,  as  a  representative 
passage,  the  manuscript  shows  33  significant  divergences  from  the 
Received  Text.  Of  these,  3  are  singular  or  nearly  so,  and  may  be 
neglected.  Of  the  30  significant  supported  readings,  14,  or  46.7 
per  cent,  are  Syrian.  With  this  may  be  compared  the  figures  for 
Codex  Montfortianus  (61),  employed  by  Erasmus  for  the  text  of 
I  John  5:7  (the  Three  Heavenly  Witnesses),  in  his  edition  of  1522. 
This  manuscript,  which  is  believed  to  have  been  written  not  long 
before  that  date,  is  thus  almost  contemporary  with  the  Haskell 
Gospels.  Of  its  52  supported  significant  variations  from  the 
Received  Text  in  these  five  chapters  of  Mark,  21,  or  40.4  per  cent, 
are  Syrian.  The  Newberry  Gospels,  a  twelfth-  (according  to 
Gregory,  eleventh-)  century  cursive,  gives  a  Syrian  element  of  42  .9 
per  cent  for  the  same  section.  As  these  may  be  considered  fairly 
representative  Syrian  manuscripts,  the  Syrian  element  in  the  Has- 
kell Gospels  woukLseem  to  be  more  than  usually  large. 

This  collation  was  first  published  in  the  Journal  of  Biblical 
Literature,  XXI,  100-107,  in  1902.  Nevertheless  Professor  von 
Soden  in  19 10,  in  his  Die  Schriften  des  Neuen  Testaments,  I,  3, 
p.  2172,  describes  the  manuscript  as  "unerreichbar."  On  being  sent 
the  collation  in  19 13,  however,  he  assigned  the  manuscript,  which 
he  designates  e  586,  to  his  group  3>c,  and  associated  it  with  d  362 
and  with  €1091,  1098.  On  its  relationship  to  5  362  he  referred  to 
John  5:36;  13:18,  and  Luke  19:4,  8.  In  the  same  letter  (July  7, 
1 9 13)  Professor  von  Soden  gives  the  Toronto  Gospels  the  number 
€  1 1005  and  refers  it  to  his  Ka  type,  connecting  it  with  the  manu-
